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PALACE COLLECTION. 
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The first ac{ in the final dispersion of this famous 
collection, which lias attracted the amateurs and the dealers 
of all Europe and America to contend for its treasures, has 
now passed with the sale of the pictures of the Dutch 
and Flemish schools on Saturday last at Christie's. On no 
previous occasion has there been so large a number at a 
sale here. We noticed among those present Lord 
Rosebery, Colonel Farquharson, Lord Cork, Lord Bingham, 
Lord Torrington, Mr. Holford, Mr. G. Tomline, the 
Duchess of Montrose, Mr. O. Coope, M.P., Mr. Forster, 
M.P., Mr. Fry, M.P., Mr. W. Graham, Mr. Doyle, 
Director of the National Gallery of Ireland, Lord 
Powerscourt, Mr. J. R. Herbert, E. A., Signor Castellaiii, 
Mr. Bischoffshem, Mr. Beckett Denison, Mr. Mieville, 
Mr. H. Bohn, Mr. W. Agnew, M.P., Mr. J. 0. Robinson, 
Surveyor of the Queen's Pictures, Mr. F. W. Burton, 
Director of the National Gallery, and the following 
eminent foreign experts and dealers : — M. Lcroy, of 
Brussels, M. Gauchez, of Paris, M. Bourgeois, of Cologne, 
M. Manheim and M. Tripp, of Pans, Mr. Sedelmeyer, and 
M. Butter, of Paris. 

Mr. Woods opened the f.ale with a few remarks as to the 
unprecedented interest shown in the collection, which has 
such great associations in being formed by two such 
distinguished men of tasta as Mr. Beckford and the Duke 
Alexander of Hamilton, who had purchased these 
treasures at a time wnen they were not so much sought 
after, and throagh whose care they had been preserved in 
the remarkably perfect condition in which they are now. 
He gave expression to the opinion which had been so 
frequently pressed upon him during the exhibition of these 
fine works of art that some of the pictures should find 
a place in the National Gallery, and he would state that he 
had received offers from two gentlemen to subscribe £100 
each, to purchase the great work of Rubens — the Daniel in 
the Lion's Den— for the nation. After a round of applause 
the sale commenced with the two capital little pictures 
by J. Van Breda, lots laud 2, which were put together as a 
pair, and sold for £262 10s. to Mr. J. Hungerford Pollen.

This picture brought the sale to the grand work 
of Kubens— " Daniel in the Den of Lions"— whbn 
was hung, covered up, at the end of the room, 
behind the rostrum, and was now uncovered amidst a round 
of applause, as Mr. Woods remarked that he luped it 
might be seen in the National Gallery, and that there was 
a time when gentlemen clubbed together to purchase in 
that room fine pictures and present tliem to the nation, as 
they had done with the "Holy Family" by Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, and the " Cornfield " by Constable, so much ad- 
mired in the nation J collection. The picture was exhibited 
at Burlington House in 1873, and is thus described :— "The 
prophet is represented sitting naked in the middle of 
the den, his hands clasped, and his countenance directed 
upward with an expression of earnest prayer. Nine lions 
are prowling around him." To this it may be added that 
Rubens, in a letter to Sir Dudley Carleton, June 1, 1618, 
names in the margin of this picture, with others he 
wi.hes to sell—" Daniel," " The Leopards," " The 
Hunt," "St. Peter," " Susanna," " St. Sebastian, 1 ' "Pro- 
metheus," "Leda," "Sara and Agar." In the Italian letter 
referring expressly to the "Daniel,"he puts the price in the 
margin— 600 fiorini ; and his actual words are " Daniel 
fra molti leoni cavati dal naturale originale tutto di mia 
rnauo. " The picture was put up at a bid of 1,000 
guineas, followed immediately by one of 2,000, ad- 
vancing by 500 guineas to 4,000 guineas, when 
there was "a short pause, and the biddings, which 
came from only two quarters, then advanced by 
100 up to 4,900, when, after repeating this sum a 
third time, the hammer fell, and Mr. Denison was an- 
nounced to be the purchaser. We may now say, what was 
known to a few persons before the sale, that another 
"Daniel" exists,which is pronounced to be a picture of high 
excellence, which for many years has been, and is now, the 
altar-piece in the parish church of Godshill, near 
Ryde, in the Isle of Wight. This was presented 
to the church by the late Sir Richard Worsley, 
of Appuldercomb in the Island, the distinguished anti- 
quarian, who had a fine collection of Greek marbles, and 
it had been in the possession of his father, Sir Thomas, 
before him. It corresponds with the picture now sold, and 
measures, with the frame, lift. 9in. by 8ft. 6in. high. 
Whetherthis frameisthe "blackgildedframe" describedin 
the Royal catalogue is a point that remains to be cleared 
up. The first day's sale yielded a total of £43,206 lis. for 
80 pictures. 

The Italian pictures will be hung, we understand, on the 
walls of the large room while the sale of the fine furniture 
is proceeding and during the week.

Those specimens were executed for Queen Marie Antoinette. In both j 
the wood and metal work the utmost perfection of design and execution 
is displayed at the culminating period of French decorative art, and 
in all probability the suite of furniture, as a whole, is the most important 
and beautiful work of its kind produced in the age of Louis XVI. 

Exhibited at the South Kensington Loan Exhibition, 1862. 
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The sale of the Italian pictures on Saturday last at 
Christie's was of far greater interest than that of the 
Dutch and Flemish pictures, on account of the much 
higher importance of certain capital works of great 
masters, and especially as it was universally felt that the 
best of these ought to be secured for ever to the National 
Collection. It was well known that the wish of the trus- 
tees of the National Gallery had been met with a liberal 
and substantial grant, and all the lively expectation that 
had been expressed during the exhibition of the pictures 
was at once confirmed when in front of the crowded audi- 
ence were to be seen Mr. Burton, the director, in company 
with Mr. G. Howard, M.P., and Mr. Gregory, two of the 
trustees of the National Gallery. Near to them, however, 
were to be observed two formidable opponents as agents 
expressly comnnssioned by the director of the Louvre— M. 
Gauchez and M. Conrajsoh — who, it is now a matter of 
high congratulation to know, did not prevail against our 
director in any one instance, as every picture whirh was 
desired for the national collection was obtained, and at a 
very moderate expenditure. The great contest was, of 
course, over the large work of Botticelli, " The Assump- 
tion of the Virgin," which was acquired by the trustees 
for £4,777 10s. The other pictures bought by Mr. Burton 
were — " The Adoration of the Magi," by Botticelli — 1,550 
guineas ; the Andrea Mantegna monochrome, " Summer 
and Autumn " — 1,700 guineas ; the Giorgione " Story of 
Myrrha," for 1,350 guineas ; the small poHrait attributed 
to Leonardo, No. 344 in the catalogue — £525 ; and the 
large work of Tintoretto, " Christ "Washing the Disciples' 
Fe*>t," for 150 guineas, a price which gives no id^a of the 
great value of this magnificent picture, than which, as we 
believe, no such important example of the Venetian school 
has been obtained for our National Gallery since the large 
picture by Paolo Veronese, " Darius and his Family at the 
Feet of Alexander," was bought by authority of the Trea- 
sury in 1857 of Count Pisani, for whose family it was 
painted, at the large price of £13,650. "We may now safely 
say that our National Gallery possesses two of the finest 
pictures of any public gallery in the world by these great 
masters of the school, and, if economy is worth thinking 
about, this Tintoretto is about the cheapest picture that 
evov was sold. Thus for £10,299 10s. six invaluable ex- 
amples have been added to the national collection. That 
the public will appreciate the great importance of these 
pictures was indicated by the rounds of loud applause 
which were given as the purchase of each picture was an- 
nounced at the sale. The National Gallery of Ireland has 
a 1 so been fortunate in acquiring a very fair example of 
Francia, a Madonna and Child, with two other figures, at 
the very moderate price of 250 guineas. Mr. Doyle, the 
director of the Dublin Gallery, was present at the sale, 
and we notice 3 in the numerous assembly of amateurs the 
Earl of Coventry, the Earl of Crawford, Lord Leconfield, 
the Earl of Powerscourt, Lady Ashburton, Mr. Holford, 
Mr. Malcolm of Poltallock, Mr. O. Nugent Banks, 
Mr. W. Graham, Mr. Jerningham, M.P., Professor 
Sidney Colvia, Mr. Cyril Flower, Mr. E. M. Blood, 
Mr. Agnew, M.P., and Mr. Bohn, the veteran col- 
lector of pictures and bibliophile, who is now in his 86th 
year, and who mainly assisted the Duke Alexander of 
Hamilton in the formation of his famous library soon 
about to be sold at Sotheby's. 

The sale commenced with some rather questionable 
pictures attributed to various great masters, and at the 
first lot of the 102 pictures in the day's sale, Mr. Woods 
made some apology by remarking that it was considered 
better to adhere to the Hamilton Palace catalogue than to 
attempt any renaming of the pictures, the first of which 
was obviously not by Barroccio, but by some painter of the 
school of Bellini — a Virgin and Child, with Saints, 31in. 
by 50in., which sold for 62 guineas (Davis) ; " Cupid with 
a Dove," 9Ain. by 13£in., canvas laid on panel — £162 15s. 



(Mr. J. E. Taylor) ; " A Sacrifice," a pleasing sketch for a 
picture, by Paolo Veronese, 16in. by 21iru— £304 10s.

portraits in the left corner, by Tintoretto, 43in. by 60in. 
canvas— £189 (Mr. Heseltine) ; a landscape, with castle and 
figures, by some painter, unknown, of the Venetian schoo 
—£86 2s. (Mr. Graham) ; " Christ "Washing the Disciples' 
Feet," a large gallery work by Tintoret to, containing many 
figures, the full size of life, the figure of Christ in the 
centre kneeling before one of the Disciple6, a very grand 
figure standing on the right at the side of tLe composi- 
tion, painted on canvas 79in. by 160in., joined across the 
middle horizontally, the seam being open and the surface 
of the picture generally obscured by chilled and darkened 
varnish, but substantially in a sound condition and show- 
ing all the vigorous stamp of the master who boasted that 
he followed the design of Michael Angelo and the colour- 
ing of Titian. Fortunately for the National Gallery, this 
magnificent picture attracted the notice of few but those 
who were practically skilled in detecting a fine picture 
under a dense cloud of dirt. It hung upon the wall, being 
too large for the easel, and when uncovered so little was 
thought of it by most of those present that it was speedily 
knocked down at the bidding of 150 guineas from Mr. E. j 
M. Blood, who, we were afterwards informed by Mr. Bur- ! 
ton, had undertaken to act for him and thus obviate the 
competition from foreign dealers which would probably 
have arisen had it been seen that the National Gallery 
authorities were bidding for it. Mr. Burton was warmly 
congratulated after the sale upon his success in obtaining 
this and the other important pictures above referred to. 
Heads of the Virgin and of the Announcing Angel, by Fra 
Angelico, on separate panels, 14£in. by lOin., painted in tem- 
pore. The Virgin is looking down, holding a book, her hands 
crossed on her breast, the face three-quarters, with yellow 
hair, and a gilt aureole impressed. The Angel is in profile, 
with large wings and aureole. The size of the head of the 
Virgin is 4in. to top of the hair and of the Angel 3£in. 
Both figures have the hands shown. These beautiful ex- 
amples of a master rarely seen in this perfect condition 
were put up at the bid of 300 guineas, and soon rose to 
1,250 guineas (£1,312 10s.), at which sum Mr. "Winkworth 
was the purchaser. A landscape, with shepherds and 
sheep, early Venetian school, 25in. by 38in. canvas— 
£99 15s. (Mr. Heseltine) ; " The Marriage at Oana," by 
Paolo Veronese, a sketch, 12|in. by 19§in.— £66 (Mr. 
Knowles) ; a portrait, called in the catalogue " Alexander 
Borgia," by Giulio Romano, in armour, larger than life, 
bare headed, profile, with his right hand on his helmet, 
53in. by 40in. on thick panel— £22 ("Waters). This was 
recognizable by the medals as a portrait of Giovanni 
de' Medici called " Giovanni delle bande nere." 
" The Resurrection," attributed to Giorgione, 63in. by 
60ifi.— £157 10s. (Dyer) ; " St. Jonn in Patmos," by P. F. 
Mola, 19in. by 16in., canvas— £73 10s. (Mr. Mainwaring) ; 
" St. Sebastian and St. George," a pair of small panels 
joined, having probably been the wings of a triptych, 14in. 
by 10in.; the figures stand full length in arches painted in 
pins, with the spandrils having cherubs, one at each side, 
holding palms ; this beaut if ally painted picture, which 
was attributed in the catalogue to Andrea Mantegna, 
brought £441 (Mr. J. E. Taylor). The most decisive 
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and characteristic work of Mantegna was 398, the 
two figures on separate panels in brownish mono- 
chrome, erroneously called Vestals in the catalogue, 
but properly a female figure in classic drapery with the 
attributes of Ceres above her, holding a corn sieve, with a 
background painted elaborately in imitation of agate, 
personifying summer, the other figure being in similar 
drapery, standing under an olive tree and drinking from a 
wine cup, as personifying autumn, the back ground also 
in imitation of agate. The minutely finished painting of 
this picture is quite marvellous, more delicate and exact in 
the drawing than even the masterpieces of finish in the 
Dutch and Flemish masters. What enhances the artistic 
value of this rare example of a rare master is the extra- 
ordinarily perfect state in which it is, without crack or 
blemish of any kind. This picture, which is on panel of 
about half an inch in thickness of sycamore or chestnut, 
and measures 28in. by 18in., was bought for the National 
Gallery for £1,785, and the importance of its acquisition 
was shown by the round of applaubo which followed the 
announcement. The portraits on the same panel of 
M ^tegna's gTeat patron, Luigi Gonzaga, sixth Lord and 
second Marquis of Mantua, with his wife Barbara, of 
Brandenburg, and a column standing on the table in front 
of ihem.and separating them, upon which the coat of arms 
is suspended, did not satisfy the connoisseurs as to its 
authorship. It is engraved as by Andrea.and such apicture 
is mentioned by Vasari, but this picture was considered 
generally to be of a much later period, and is possibly by 
the hand of Francesco, the son of Andrea. It measured 27in. 
by 40in., and was bought for £210 by M. Oernuschi, of 
Paris. " The four Fathers of the Church," by Pietro della p» 
Vecchia, 66in. by 78in., canvas, life size, half-length 
figures— £472 10s. (Mr. Mainwaring). There were three 
pictures by Marcello Venusti, which attracted much notice 
during the week preceding the sale, and this interest was 
well sustained by the high prices they brought 
of these was 380,described in the catalogue as a "Madonna 
and Child with St. Elizabeth and St. John," but the figure 
of " St. Elizabeth " was observed to be a bearded man,

holding Ms hand to Ms mouth as the prophet Jeremiah 

does in the well-known figure on the ceiling of the Sisfcine 
Chapel. The subject rather would appear to be one repre- 
senting the future of the Saviour, with St. John as the 
foreteller of Christianity on the one side, and a prophet of 
the old dispensation or St. Joseph on the other. The Virgin 
Mother holds the Gospels, and below in a niche above 
which the young Saviour reclines, is an hour glass to 
symbolize the events about to come. This pid ure, the 
principal figures in which are clearly from the design of 
the great sculptor painter Michael Angelo, is in the most 
astonishingly perfect condition, and the head of the Virgin 
is from the same model as that painted in the famous 
Holy Family in the Uffizi. It came from the Borghese 
Gallery, and appears to have been brought to this country 
by Woodburn, who sold it to the Duke Alexander. It is 
mentioned by Mariette and Bottari as being designed by 
Micuael Angelo, and distinguished by the figure of the young 
Jesus, who is not represented as an infant, but as a grown 
boy, lying across the lap of the Madonna with Ms arm 
dangling down (" con braccio ciondoloni"). It is an upright 
picture on panel 17in. by llin.— £430 10s. (Messrs. Agncw 
and Sons.) " Christ driving out the Money-changers,"was 
another exceedingly interesting picture by Venusci, from 
the design of Michael Angelo, from the Borghese Gallery, 
and the collection of Sir Thomas Lawrence, the drawing 
of it being in the Lawrence collection belonging to Oxford 
University. This is on panel, 23in. by 15£in., and in a 
perfect state. After a brisk competition it was knocked 
down to Mr. Mainwaring for £1,428. "The Adoration of the 
Magi," by the same painter, formerly in the Aldobrandini 
Palace and in the Fonthill Abbey collection, 20in. by 
13m., panel, arched top— £1,218 (Mr. Mainwaring). A 



' much more important picture 01 tne ■• Adoration oi 
Magi " was 397, by Botticelli, wMch was exhibited at 
Burlington-house in 1873, and was in the Beckford collec- 
tion. It is on panel, 22in. by 33in., painted in tempera, 
with all the exquisite finish of a miniature m the drawing 
and expression of the heads. The landscape also is remark- 
I able for minute detail and for the small figures forming 
the procession of kings and pilgrims coming over the Mils 
] of the middle distance. TMs perfectly preserved and 
admirable example was purchased for the National Gallery 
for £1,627 10s. " The Madonna with the infant Christ in 
her lap," holdmg a bird, in a landscape, with a clear sunny 
sky, and a shepherd and sheep, with a city on the Mil, by 
G B Cima, " II Cornegliano." It came from the 
Nuncio di Verona at Venice in 1770, as inscribed on 
the back, and was one of the pictures bought back by Mr. 
Beckford at the Fonthill sale, measures 13in. by 10m., 
panel, in remarkably good state-£651 (Messrs. Agnew 
and Sons). A pair of upright pictures, by Bassano, 
representing the journey of the Israelites, 33in.

LIMOGES ENAMELS TO 
REAPPEAR

There is to be a reminder at Christie's on 
June 28 of the wonderful Hamilton Palaee 
sale in 1882, which totalled £397,562, 
although the chief picture in the collection, 
Philip IV., by Velazquez, fetched only 
6,000gs. One has to say " only," because 
in the second Hamilton Palace sale, 1919, 
Romney's group of the Misses Beckford was 
bought by the present Lord Duveen for 
52,000gs. In 1882, however, big sums were 
paid for furniture, porcelain, majolica, and 
enamels. A pair of Louis Quatorzo buhl 
armoires realised ll,500gs, for example, and 
a Crouthiere secretaire of ebony, lacquer, 
and ormolu 9,000gs. As much as 2,000gs , 
was given also for a Limoges tazza enamelled 
with the story of Samson. 

It will be interesting, therefore, to watch 
the auction fate of other Hamilton Palace 
Limoges enamels to reappear on June 28 — 
the chief of which is a plaque by Leonard 
Limosin enamelled with the Crucifixion.

The catalogue states it was 
taken from the Palace at Madrid during the war by the 
French General Dessolle, from whose daughter it was 
purchased by Mr. Woodbum, and was afterwards at 
Fonthill. When it was placed before the audience on the 
side table Mr. Woods said that he was instructed by a 
gentleman to make a first bid of 3,000 guineas for it, and 
from this the biddings quickly advanced by one hundred 
each to 5,000 guineas, coming apparently from Mr. Burton, 
Mr. Arnot, and M. Gauchez, but after 5,500 the contest 
lay, as we have before seeD, between the last named 
gentleman and Mr. Burton, on behalf of the National 
Gallery, each alternately surpassing the other by bids of 
50 guineas, till 6,000 was reached as Mr. Burton's bidding, 
beyond which his French antagonist declined to advance, 
and the picture thus became the property of the nation, 
and was received with loud applause. The last pictuie in 
the sale was the large portrait piece, erroneously said to 
be the work of Juan Pantoxa, but, as Mr. Woods stated, 
the supposed signature of that painter upon the picture 
was now proved to have bee;) falsified by the date, which 
is 1594, whereas in Stowe's Chronicle it is distinctly re- 
lated that the Council was held in 1604, and in old 
Somerset House, an apartment in which was, no doubt, 
represented in the picture. The biddings then started at 
500 guineas, and again M. Gauchez was in the field against 
Mr. Scharf, and he pressed him so closely up to 2,300 
guineas that the audience began to fear he would gain the 
victory, when there was a pause, and a brief consultation 
between the director of the Portrait Gallery and the 
director of the National Gallery, who seemed to be offer- 
ing to come to the rescue, and then Mr. Scharf, rising 
with his hat off, said " I bid 2,400 guineas for the National 
Portrait Gallery," and was immediately met with a round 
of hearty api lause, and there being no further advance 
from M. Gauchez this important picture was knocked 
down at that sum — £2,520. The picture is 6ft. 9in. by 
8ft. 9in., the members of the Council being seated on each 
side of a long table — the Duke de Frias, Count 
Villarmediana, Alexander Rouldio, Count D'Arenberg, 
Verreykyn, the Earls Dosset (so spelt), Nottingham, 
Densier (Devonshire), Northampton, and Robert Cecil. 
Stowe's account will be found on page 846 of his Chronicle, 
where he names all these English nobles and others Com- 
missioners for the most renowned King of Great Britain, 
giving the date " at London 18 August after the olde stile 
in the yeere of our Lord 1604." Mr. Scharf, who first 
pointed out the error in the inscription on the pic- 
ture, has expressed the opinion that it was painted by 
Gheeraedts, the very able portrait painter, by whom 
there are several pictures in the National Portrait 
Gallery, and the painter of the well-known engraved 
icture of the procession of Queen Elizabeth to Hunsdon- 
ouse. The total of the day's sale was £33,502 4s., bringing 
the grand total already up to £280,000. The sale of the 
ornamental objects proceeds to-day and to-morrow, and 
the valuable collection of miniatures comes on Saturday 
next.

large collection of miniature portraits, consisting of 
about 200, painted on vellum, card, or ivory, with others iu 
oils on panel, and several fine works in enamel, formed the 
6ale of Satuiday. As examples of a style of portraiture 
and a special art, which has unfortunately been almost ex- 
tinguished by the general use of photography, so varied and 
excellent and abounding with historical associations, these 
miniatures had created the greatest interest during the week 
when they were placed upon the walls, attracting quite as 
many visitors as the fine pictures and the spiendid f urnituw 
Though there was no work of Holbein, who was as great a 
master in miniature as in his large portraits, there was an 
admirable miniature by Nicholas Hilliard of James I., 
which brought the largo sum of 2,700 guineas, and others 
by the same eminent painter, of Lady Anne Hunsdon and 
Lady Arabella Stuart, which sold for high prices. There 
were many portraits of tho Stuarts, but by artists un- 
known and of later date, all of which sold well,and some at 
very high prices. The most important of the early minia- 
tures was a set, framed together, of six small whole lengths 
by the great French artist Francois Clouet, called "Janet" 
(b.1510, d.1574) of the great personages of the Valois family, 
Henry II. and III., Charles IX., Catherine de Medeeis, the 
Dauphin, and Claude de France. These were much admired 
for the perfection of the drawing of the heads and figures 
and the exquisite delicacy of the painting, which had re- 
tained the original beauty of the colouring, and showed but 
little trace of decay, except in the backgrounds, in which 
there were some slight spots where the paint was raised 
and peeling off, but on the whole they were considered to 
be in a marvellously good state after between 300 
and 400 years. This beautiful set sold for 1,675 
guineas, a price that was certainly not at all beyond their 
artistic value alone. The interesting portrait of Mon- 
taigne, the famous essayist, with his arms on the back- 
ground, a faded but possibly authentic portrait, represent- 
ing him bald, with the remains of light brown hair and 
close-clipped reddish beard, brought £126. There were 
one or two good examples of John Hoskins.the successor of 
the English miniaturists of the 16th century. But of the two 
Olivers, father and eon, the eon Peter only was repre- 
sented by several good miniatures, and by one especially 
interesting work, which was a copy made for King Charles 
I., of the famous little picture of St. George, which was 
painted by Raphael for the Duke of Urbino, to be pre- 
sented to Henry VH. on his coronation, and brought over 
by the Ambassador Count Baldassare Castiglicne. This re- 
mained in the Royal collection till it was sold with the 
other treasures belonging to Charles I., and eventually 
found its way to the Hermitage at St. Petersburg, where 
it now is. This was a very accurate copy of the picture 
and exceedingly well preserved, and it was purchased by 
Mr. Holmes, the Queen's Librarian, for the small sum of 
£28 7s. The miniatures by Jean Petitot, which were 
large, and not in enamel, of the Duo de Bourgogne, of 
Colbert, and of Madame de Maintenon,brought high prices, 
the equestrian portrait of the Dauphin bringing 650 
guineas. Of Samuel Cooper ,the leading miniaturist of the 
time of the Commonwealth, there were only three, but 
these were all good, that of the Earl of Sandwich selling 
for £267 15s. The collection was not so remarkable as 
several which might be named in this country for choice 
works of the great masters of the art of miniature por- 
traiture, though it contained an unusual number of fine 
miniatures, some few of special interest, and some copies. 
Compared with other great 6ales of miniatures, the prices 
obtained showed that the value of these choice works of art 
has risen enormously. In theStowe sale two days were occu- 
pied with the miniatures, and the proceeds only amounted 
to £1,000 ; in the Strawberry-hill sale 100 miniatures sold 
in one day for £1,745 ; while we have now 200 bringing in 
round numbers no less than £13,349. Very few of 
the miniatures 6old for less than £5, most of 
them going for from £20 to £30 each. Those 



which possessed 6ome special interest as portraits 
or from their high artistic merit were— a portrait of

(Boore) ; portrait of a 
boy in a broad hat and a little girl by his side in a white 
cap and dress— £60 18s. (Clark) ; portrait of a gentleman, 
seated, by Siccardi— £35 14s.

These are 
instances in wnich the great beauty of the work was 
enough to bring such high prices. Portrait of Marie 
Leszczynski, when old, in oils on silver plate, in chased 
gold frame— £23 (Noseda) ; Andre" Marie de Chenier, large 
circular portrait by Dumont— £26 5s.

HAMILTON PALACE 



The Palace is situated quite close to the older part of the 
town of Hamilton, and stands in a finely wooded park of 
about 1,000 acres lying along the left bank of the Clyde. 
It occupies the site of an earlier edifice, but the oldest por- 
tion of the present buildings fronting the south dates only 
from 1705, while the most important part of them to the 
north was constructed by Alexander, tenth Duke of 
Hamilton, about 1705. Both fronts are worthy of inspec- 
tion, especially that on the north which is 265 feet long, and 
adorned by a Corinthian portico of monolithic columns, 25 
feet high and 10 feet in circumference. The interior of the 
Palace is planned on an equally magnificent scale, among 
its more notable features being the celebrated black marble 
staircase leading from the Lower -or Egyptian Hall to the 
Grand Entrance Hall, the State Dining Room, 71 feet by 30, 
and the Picture Gallery, 120 feet long by 20 feet wide. In 
former days the splendid rooms were filled with an almost 
unequalled collection of art treasures of all kinds, pictures, 
statuary, French furniture, china, glass, miniatures, and 
bric-a-brac, with a library of rare and valuable books. 
These had been brought together chiefly by the taste and 
knowledge of the celebrated William Beckford, the author 
of Vathedk, and father-in-law of the tenth Duke. The 
greater portion of them were, however, scattered under the 
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auctioneer's hammer during the famous sale which took 
place in July, 1882, and realised the sum of ,£397,562. 
There were 2,213 l° ts > among the more notable of which 
were Ruben's "Daniel in the Lions' Den," sold for £5,145, 
a portrait of Philip IV. by Velasquez, which brought 6,000 
guineas, two secretaires which had been the property of 
Marie Antoinette, ,£9.450 each, and a pair of Buhl 
armoires, ,£11,500.

The Mausoleum, which stands not far from the Palace, 
was commenced by the tenth Duke, and completed after his 
death, from designs by Mr. David Bryce, R.S.A., Edin- 
burgh. It is octagonal in shape, and is adorned with 
sculptures by A. Handyside Ritchie, and lighted by a dome 
1 20 feet high. The lions on the east side of the building, 
and the carved masks over the entrance to the vaults are by 
the same artist. 

The chapel doors are of bronze copied from the 
celebrated gates of Ghiberti in the Baptistery of Elorence, 
and are the work of Sir John Steell, R.S.A. The six 
panels illustrate Scripture subjects, viz. — The Queen of 
Sheba's reception by Solomon : David slaying Guliath ^ 
Isaac blessing Jacob, and Esau returning from the chase ; 
Joseph and his brethren in Egypt, and the finding of the 
cup in Benjamin's sack ; Moses on the Mount : and the 
Carrying of the Ark across the Jordan. Within the Chapel, 
and opposite the door, is placed the sarcophagus containing 
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the embalmed body of Duke Alexander. The cost of the 
erection of this edifice was jQ\ 30,000. 

Near to the Mausoleum are the Moathill, where justice 
was in ancient times dispensed, and a runic stone cross sup 
posed to have been the market-cross of the Netherton of 
Hamilton. 

In Cadzow the chief objects of interest are the " Old 
Oaks." the white cattle, and the ruined castle of Cadzow. 
The " Old Oaks," are of unknown age, believed to be the 
remains of the great Caledon'an Forest, and are in an 
advanced state of decay. Some of them are of great girth. 
The fields in which most of those still remaining are to be 
found are pastured by the herd of white cattle, generally 
regarded as (along with the herd at Chillingham Park in 
Northumberland), the last surviving descendants of the 
native wild cattle. They are entirely white except their 
hoofs, ears, and muzzles, which are black. The herd now 
numbers about sixty. Cadzow Castle stands on the left 
bank of the river Avon, and crowns a precipitous rocky bank 
about 200 feet high. Nothing is known as to its erection. 
It was a royal residence in the reigns of Alexander II. and 
Alexander III., and passed in the time of Robert Bruce 
into the possession of the Hamiltons. It is now a complete 
ruin. 

The pavilion or summer palace of Chatelherault stands 
on the opposite bank of the river, where it terminates the 
fine avenue of trees stretching to the Palace and onwards 
to Pothwellhaugh.
